CLASSIFICATION Or TIMMrS 


Will give a fair idea of Califoinia 
vagabondage. Tramps may be di- 
vided into five general classes: I. 
Incorrigible itinerant beggars, con- 
stitutionally averse to work. II. 
Kecent immigrants, without trades 
or professions, who brought very 
little money -nith them 
relying 


upon farm woik or mining for sup- 
port. These me dead broke, aud 
now tramp through tlie country 
earnestly and honestly searching for 
work, bat finding only now nnd 
then a short job. III. Honest but 
erratic men, with on irrepressible 
penchant for roving, and a warm 
corner in their stomachs for beer 
and whisky. Among these are ex- 
sailors and soldiers. IV. Thieiiiig 
vagabonds, many of them ex-con- 
victs, \;ho pi owl around the country 
like gaunt and sneaking coyotes, 
seeking oppoitunities to rob and 
steal. V. Chronic 
vagrants who 


never work. These are known in 
Police parlance as " stiffs." 


OAKLAND'S PBOPOBTION 


Of each of these classes is inordi- 
nately luge. In fact the city would 
be absolutely over-run with class I., 
IY. and V, were it not for the strict- 
ness of the ordinances which from 
time to time have been passed by 
the City Council, and which are 
rigidly enforced by the Police Judge 
and a corps of Policemen undei the 
leadership of an experienced and 
vigilant Chief. The characters des- 
ignated under class I. need no par- 
ticular description here. The ordi- 
nance making begging a misde- 
meanor is so rigidly enfoiced, and 
Oakland's citizens so thoroughly 
posted on the " professionals," that 
this side of the bay does not present 
an inviting field for the "itinerants."' 


BECENT IJIMIGKASTS. 


Oakland is visited by fewer of the 


second-class of tramps—recent im- 
migrants—probably, than of either 
of the others, and most of these 
men are entitled to great commisser- 
ation. Men without trades, whose 
early education was neglected, and 
obliged to depend upon hard toil 
for livelihood, have succeeded iu 
scraping enough money together to 
bring them to California, not doub r 
ing that they could find here plenty 
of work and fair wages. Once here, 
they ascertain to their great disap- 
pointment that many of the sources 
of earning a living are monopolized 
by the Chinese, who work for less 
than a white man could possibly 
subsist on. They also soon discover 
that 


CAHFOBKIA TAKlt-WOBK 


Differs essentially ffcm the same 
classi of labor at the East. The 
great majority of California farmers, 
however extensive their ranches, get 
along with one or two white men, or 
perhaps three or four Chinamen 
throughout tho year, except during 
the few short weeks of harvest. 
Aside from the hurry of harvest- 
time, it is an undoubted fact that 
there is not work enough in Califor- 
nia to employ the large number of 
laborers already in the State. The 
honest immigrant whose money is 
exhausted, and who walks from 
place to place looking for work, 
leads a pitiful life, realizing, as he 
is compelled to, that he is looked 
upon as an object of suspicion, and 
liable to be classed among itinerant 
thieves and vagrants. 


EEEATIC BOVBP.S. 


Of class ni.—"Honest but er- 


ratic men with a penchant for rov- 
ing, and a warm corner in their 
stomach for beer and whisky"— 
Oakland's lager-beer saloons "and 
the cells of the City Prison always 
have an ample representation. These 
singular geniuses, like Mark Tapley, 
are always cheerful even under the 
most adverse circumstances. 
They 


are men of honest impulses, possess 
strong constitutions, and are never 
long contented to be idle. Full of 
life and energy, they are invaluable 
in any field of labor requiring mus- 
cle and endurance.
